At 6 Deme Gotober £38, while proceeding northwerd 
on Route des Soeurs near Avenue Foch in the French 
Concession, & private motor cnr bearing licence No. 47351 
Was shot et by unknown persons. The inmate of the car 
succeeded in making his esvape and was uninjured» The 
car wes detained at Chengtu Road Police otation; it was 
struck by two bullets in the reare As the case occurred 
in the French Joncession, the car was later hended over 
to the French Police. An investigation revealed that the 
owner of the motor car is Yee Yung-Chong (.% 7. °* )» 
residing in Lane 985. House No. 6 Wuting Road, an employee 
of Siemssen & Company on Kiangse Road. 

On November 3, our reporter secured from a certain 
reliable source all the facts in the case. It is Learned 
thet the intention of the gunmen was not to shoot at the 
motor car bearing licence No. 4731 but at a private motor 
car bearing licence Noe 6269, whose owner is a8 prominent 
person named Chang (°' )», residing on Rue wagner, French 
Concessione On the evening of October 20, this person 
Ghang had left in his private motor car bearing Licence 
Noe 6269 t®& Gakl on some friends on Route de Say Zoong 
and on @ lwyer's office on Aveme Joffre to see his eider 
SON. 

At 4 peme October 24, the French Police arrested 6 
desperadoes in Room No. 14 of the Sin Chung Hwa Hotel 
(47 4#F°4)»5 Hung Yuin Fong (77.% -,.) on Rue Wagner and 
seized two 6einch Browning pistols, one Mauser pistol 
and two hand grenadese At the Police Station, the six 
men stated that they hac received instructions to murder 
a certain men named Chang. (These six men Were teken to

the s.ifet'e om the afternoon of Novemver 3). 

since the occurrence of tue above case, the man 
Jhong hns adopted strict precautions and when going out, 
extra vodyguards follow in another motor car. On the 
evenin,; of October «<8, when the two motor cars in which 
Ghang end his bodyguards were travelling were proceeding 
near the corner ef Route des Soeurs and Avenue Foch, a 
motor cycle suddenly appeared behind them. TWo men were 
riding on the cycie, one of whom drew a Mauser pistol 
end fired over ten shots et Cheng's motor car, The motor 
car bearing licence lo. 4751 snd the motor car carrying 
Chang's vodyguards were hit by several bullets. Chang's 
moter car was ahead and upon henring the shots, Chang 
ordered the chauffeur to drive off at high speed. Thus 
the car succeeded in escaping. The motor cycle of the 
gurman alsc escaped, 

The French Police are paying close attention to the 
affair. Chang now goes out very seldom and refuses to 
see cAllers, More bodyguards have been employed for nis 
protection. Three detectives and many Chinese and 
Annamite policemen of the French Police are on duty all 
the time at his residence. 


The undersigned again interviewed Desel. Jlesrissi. 
who Was shown the translation, and ne informed 4M. Valenti 
French Police, who then gave the following details. 

Motor car SelieC, License Xo. 4731 was in no way 
involved in the affray, not being struck vy any bullets, 
and the owner Yee Yoong Kong (%., .) residing at Noe 6, 
Lane No. 980 Wuting Road, (not the address mentioned in 
the "Shun Pao"), was in no way connected with the offence. 
The above man Was located upon the night of the offence 
by detectives from this station, and subsequently attendex 
Lokawei to make a statement. 

The gang arrested by the French Police on the 
24/10/38 are also in no way connected with the offence. 
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dowevar, it Was aduittec thet the person named 
Chang ( ) was the intended victia, nis full nome being 
Sheng Slew Ling (. ) aevisor to the “rench Munictipel 
-ouncil, owner of Motor Sar License No. 6:69, end it 


was this car that hed been involved, also <« second cr 
License No. 7775, which had been full of bodyzruards at 
the time of the offence. 

Car License Noe 7775 which was in the lead had been 
struck by five bullets, all in the left reer of the car, 
tne car bearing License Nose 669 was struck by one vullet 
near the left front wing anc running: voarc. Ho persons 
were statec to have been injured, but this is doutted 
by the French Police who obtained information regarding 
the Cars involved from the garage where the repnirs were 
effected, anc later subdstantination from the persons 
involved. 

The latter states that the firing had come from & 
motor cycle proceeding west, as also were the two cars, 
and the perpetrator had immediately accelerated and escap 
ed. The fire was not returned by bodyguards. 

Gartridge cases obtained at the scene have not been 
identified.

Shootins Affray on Avenue “och. 


at about 6 peme On the 28-10-58, a telephone 
messace was received at this station from SubeInsvector 
Voffat statins that a shootins affray had occurred on 
Avenue Foch near Yates Road, and followin this notification 
D.I.e Hill, LeoeIe Vilkinson, D.S.I. Tsai Liu and 5.0.5. 

112 attended the scene, but investigations failed to locate 
any injured persons, and information as follows was obtained. 

At 5.50 pem., Sub-Inspector iioffat whilst on 
patrol on Avenue Foch heard the sound of two pistol sots 
sounding from the direction of Avenue Foch and Yates Road, 
approximately 300 yards east of his position, and upon 
running easterly heard the report of six further shots, 
followed at a short interval by two others, and then 
£iping ceased. 

At this time it was raining heavily and few 
pedestrians were abroad, but a line of cars were proceeding 
both in an easterly and westerly direction, yet nothing was 
observed that would indicate the origin of the firing, and 
due to this, a report was made to this station. 

Upon arrival of the station party, Sub-Inspector 
Moffat produced a spent cartridge case which he had found 
near the front right wheel of a small “Baby Austin" car,

radiator of this car was hot and the car had obviously 
just been vacated, but examination of the inside of the 
car revealed nothing. 

Inmates at “No. 499 Avenue *och informec Police 
that the window of their premises, a hardware shov, had 
been broken, and the undersisned ascertained that a bullet 
head nassed through the unper portion of the ground floor 
window, strixine the wooden frame-work and had drooped to 
ti:e show window. The bullet was recovered and showed 
very little disfiguration. 

At this time, a party of Srench Folice under 
D.S.I. Clerrissi, attended the scene and joint invest- 
gations were pursued, but these failed to obtain any 
witnesses who had observed the actual shooting, which 
had apparently taken place on the rrench Concession side 
of Avenue Foch. 

CePeW. 979 on duty at the entrance of Lane 
No. 470 was located, and he stated that at the time of 
the shootin: he was inside the Lane, and upon gaining 
Avenue Foch, he observed nothing of an untoward nature. 

A vedestrian (not located) was stated to have 
observed two bicycles converge upon a motor car vroceeding 
in a westerly direction and that the firing emanated from 
this source, but this was unsubstantiated. 

Detectives were later detailed for a house to 
house enquiry by D.I. Hill, this also being assisted by 
the French Police, but no eye-witnesses were located. 

The French Police took over the investigations 
and both the empty cartridge case and spent bullet were 
handed over for expert examination, result of which will 


be forwarded to the International Police.

Sir, 

At 5.50 oem. on 28/10/38 whilst on foot patrol 
passing No. 394 Avenue Foch proceeding Westwoc 1 towards Yates 
Road, I heard the sound of two shots which appeared to come 
From the direction of Yates and Avenue Foch corner approx. 300 
yards ahead. Knowing there was a traffic constable on duty 
there, I ran towards that corner, when opposite No. 474 Avenue 
Foch a further six rapid shots rang out, followed by two more 
shots, after which firing ceased. At this time it was raining 
heavily and there were very few pedestrians about, and nothing 
to indicate by whom or from where the shots had been fired, after 
a brief search in the vicinity, I entered No. 474 Avenue Foch 
and informed the station. Whilst waiting the arrival of 
station party, I enquired at several shoos in the vicinity 
and was informed by the occupants of No. 490 Avenue ¥och 
that one of their windows had been broken by a bullet, opposite 
this shop, on the French Town side of Avenue Foch T noticed 
an Austin saloon car Licence No. 4731 parked against the 
kerb, the radiator of same was very hot. Nothing was found 


in this car, but on examining the raodway one “Mauser"
